Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  His 
Excellency  the  Governor-General  has  had  under  his 
consideration  in  Council  the  Resolutions  of  the  House 
of  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
which  were  embodied  in  a Minute  of  your  Executive 
Council  of  the  9th  March  last,  a copy  of  which  was 
enclosed  in  your  despatch  of  the  16tli  of  that  month, 
in  reference  to  the  advisability  of  assisting  emigration, 
and  inducing  the  Railway  Contractors  to  employ 
white  rather  than  Chinese  labour  on  the  Canada 
Pacific  Railway  in  that  Province. 

I have  now  to  state,  for  the  information  of  your 
Government,  that  His  Excellency  is  advised  that  there 
are  no  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  to 
induce  the  contractors  on  the  Canada  Pacific  Railway 
to  import  and  employ  the  labour  of  white  immigrants 
on  their  works  instead  of  Chinese. 

If,  however,  the  contractor  desires  to  prepay  the 
passages  of  white  labourers  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  utmost  facilities  of  assisted  ocean  passages,  and 
such  services  as  can  he  rendered  by  the  Agents  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  will  be  freely  afforded. 
Transportation  across  the  continent  is,  however,  at 
present  both  difficult  and  expensive,  and  the  Govern- 
ment have  not  at  their  disposal  any  means  to  assist 
such  movement  of  immigrants. 

The  advantages  offered  by  British  Columbia  'as  a 
field  for  settlement  of  immigrants  have  been  fully  set 
forth  in  authentic  publications  disseminated  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  promote  immigration  to 
that  Province,  which  will,  however,  he  difficult  until 
the  trans-continental  railway  through  Canadian  ter- 
ritory is  completed.

J.  Roland  IIett,  I TI7IIEREAS  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the 
Attorney- General,  j VV  Province  of  Biitish  Columbia,  bearing  date  the  Tenth 
day  of  November,  A.L).  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  were  issued 
incorporating  certain  pieces  of  land  therein  referred  to,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
as  a Municipality,  under  the  ‘-Municipality  Act,  1872,”  and  amending  Acts,  under 
the  provisions  in  the  said  Letters  Patent  contained  or  referred  to,  and  under  the 
name  and  style  of  “The  Corporation  ol  Surrey.” 

And  whereas  a majority  of  the  freeholders,  householders,  free  miners,  pre- 
emptors,  and  leaseholders,  living  within  the  area  of  land  hereinafter  described, 
have  petitioned  that  they  may  be  incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under  the  name 
of  “The  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey,’’  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  the  “Municipality  Amendment  Act,  1882:” 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  said  Letters  Patent  be  cancelled,  and  that 
the  prayer  of  the  Petitioners  be  granted: 

And  whereas  the  Honourable  Clement  Francis  Cornwall,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Our  Province  hath,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities 
by  law  conferred  upon  him,  by  Older  in  Council,  cancelled  the  said  Letters  Patent, 
and  directed  that  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described,  and  the  inhabitants  there- 
of, should,  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  he  incorporated  as  a Municipality,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  the  “Municipality  Amend- 
ment Act,  1882,”  and  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to: 

NOW  KNOW  YE  that,  by  these  presents,  We  do  hereby  Order  and  Proclaim 
that  the  tract  of  land,  bounded  as  follows,  viz.: — Commencing  at  a point  on  the 
49th  parallel  of  North  latitude,  being  the  South-east  corner  of  the  South-west 
quarter  of  Section  3,  Township  7,  New  Westminster  District;  thence  running  true 
North,  along  a line  passing  through  the  centre  of  Section  3,  Township  7,  and  a 
continuation  of  the  same  for  a distance  of  twelve  and  a half  miles  (more  or  less), 
to  the  South  bank  of  Fraser  River;  thence  running  Westerly  and  Southerly,  along 
the  bank  of  Fraser  River,  to  the  South-west  corner  of  Section  34,  Block  5 North, 
Range  3 West ; thence  running  true  East,  along  the  Range  line,  to  the  South-west 
corner  of  Section  31,  Block  5 North,  Range  2 West;  thence  running  true  South, 
along  the  East  side  of  the  Mud  Bay  road  to  its  intersection  with  the  Semiahmoo 
road  running  West,  to  Ladner's  Landing;  thence  running  true  South,  to  the  shore 
line  of  Mud  Bay  ; thence  running  in  a Southerly  and  Easterly  direction,  along  the 
shore  line  of  Mud  and  Semiahmoo  Ba\s,  to  the  intersection  of  tlio  49th  parallel 
with  the  shore  line  of  Semiahmoo  Hay;  thence  running  true  East,  along  the  49th 
parallel  fora  distance  of  three  and  half  miles  (more  or  less),  to  the  point  of  com- 
mencement; and  which  said  tract  ot  land  is  coloured  pink  on  the  plan  hereto 
annexed;— and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall,  fr  -m  and  after  the  date  hereof,  be 
incorporated  as  a M unicipality,  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “ Munici- 
pality Act,  1881,”  the  “Municipality  Amendment  Act,  1882,”  and  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

* The  said  Municipality  shall  he  called  and  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
“The  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey.” 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  Five  Councillors  and  a Reeve. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors  shall  be  on  the  2 1st  day  of 
duly,  1882,  at  12  o’clock  noon;  and  the  polling,  if  any,  shall  be  on  the  2 1st 
day  of  July,  1882,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day  only;  and  the  poll  shall  be 
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kept  open  between  the  hours  of  2 p.m.  and  .5  p.  m.,  and  John  Oliver,  Esq.,  of 
Surrey,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  thereat. 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  at  the 
Municipal  Hall,  Surrey. 

At  least  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer;  such  notice  to  be 
posted  during  that  period  on  the  outer  door  of  the  said  Hall. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  noon,  announce  the 
names  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Reeve  and  Councillors,  as  prescribed  by  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881.” 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a 
duly  certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nomi- 
nated; and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so 
nominated  shall  be  null  and  void. 


If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be 
elected,  and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

jSTo  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the 
notice  of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the 
Returning  Officer. 


If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there 
are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  pursuant  to  the  “ Munici- 
pality.Act,  1881,”  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  publicly  proclaim  the 
day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  or  places  at  which  the  poll 
sha'I  be  so  opened  in  the  Municipality,  or  in  each  polling  place  in  the  Municipality 
(as  the  case  may  be),  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  according 
to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and,  in  pursuance  ot  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  shall  take  a poll  by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of 
his  having  granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of 
the  candidates  so  nominated,  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the 
ballot  papers,  which  notices  shall,  as  soon  as*  possible  after  the  nomination,  be 
placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  Candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has  com- 
menced, the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh:  Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  nece-sary 

in  the  case  of  a Candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of 
the  poll. 


In  case  of  a poll  being  held  the  Candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain 
the  greatest  number  ot  votesshall  be  Municipal  Councillors  and  Reeve  respectively. 


Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  six  votes,  being  one  for  each  Coun- 
cillor to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Reeve,  but  lie  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than 
six:  Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any 

one  Candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion,  except  for  Reeve  And  in  the 
event  of  the  number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more 
Candidates,  oncor  more  of  whom,  but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  bv  the  state 
of  the  poll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shalf  by  a casting 
vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may  be,  decide  which  of  the  Candidates  for  whom  the 
votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected.  Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer 
shall  not  vote  except  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence 
of  the  Candidates  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose.  * 


The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 


Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall 
have  been  elected  a Municipal  Councillor  or  Reeve,  must  serve,  or  in  default  - 
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Bum  of  fifty  dollars  towards  the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be 
recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council,  summarily,  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Reeve  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by 
the  “ Municipality  Act,  1881.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  ou  the  first  Monday  after 
the  day  of  Election,  at  the  Municipal  Hall,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  By-law,  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and 
relating  to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  “ Municipality  Act,  188 1,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges 
and  duties  of  the  Reeve  aud  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the 
said  Act. 

Four  members  of  the  Council,  inclusive  of  the  Reeve  or  Chairman,  shall  form 
a quorum. 

At  the  first  meeting  in  every  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council 
may  elect  a Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and 
receive  such  remuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  By-law  appoint.
